land, Iceland, Netherlands, Nor- 
way, Sweden, Switzerland, Tunisia, 
Turkey, Austria, Bermuda, Egypt, 
Gold Coast Colony, Great Britian 
and Northern Ireland, Greece, 
Italy, Newfoundland, Eire, Union 
of South Africa. 

It should be noted that up to 
this time it has been posible to 
send parcel post to these destina- 
tions by air mail, but such ship- 
ments were subject to the letter 
tate of postage, which in most 
cases were so high jas to be pro- 
bibitive. The Ajr Parcel Post 
rates are in t cases less than 
half the lette: ye. For example. 
the letter rate & one-pound 
package to.G 
half otince].: 
as the new air post rate for 
the same package would be $2.23, 
and the rates for heavier packages 
are progressively cheaper. 

It is believed that mailers of 
foreign parcels will take advan- 
tage of this new service, as it 
makes possible delivery of such 
shipments in a matter of days. 
rather than several weeks or 
months, which are normally re- 
quired for ordinary parcel post.
